Claims 14-21, drawn to a method of coating fabric, classified in classjil6r^ 
subclass various. 

IV. Claims 22-35, dravm to a method for treating fabric with a solution, classified in 
class 8, subclass 115.51. 

2. Inventions I and II, III or IV are imrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions are unrelated and have different modes of operation and different functions 
such as method for needling fabric as claimed in claims 1-5 and 36 (Group I) and methods for 
preparing a moisture barrier fabric by applying a treating compositions as claimed in claims 6-13 
(Group II), 14-21 (Group II) and claims 22-35 (Group III). 

3. Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are related to the method of washing fabric using a composition comprising detergent 
and sodium carbonate as claimed in claims 6-13 (Group II) and method of coating fabric using a 
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composition comprising acrylic and polyurethane polymers as claimed in claims 14-21 (Group 
III). 

4. Inventions II and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are related to the method of washing fabric using a composition comprising detergent 
and sodium carbonate as claimed in claims 6-13 (Group II) and method of treating fabric using a 
composition comprising stainblocker, wetting agent and fluorochemical compound as claimed in 
claims 22-35 (Group IV). 

5. Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are related to the method of coating fabric using a composition comprising acrylic and 
polyurethane polymers as claimed in claims 14-21 (Group III) and method of treating fabric 
using a composition comprising stainblocker, wetting agent and fluorochemical compound as 
claimed in claims 22-35 (Group IV). 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
